WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—A U.S. 
destroyer has been sunk and an atr- 
craft-carrier severely damaged in the 
Solomons, says a Navy Department 
communiqué. Five enemy warships 


were damaged on Sunday and 

Monday.

destroyer was the Porter (1,850 
tons)..

JAPANESE CLAIMS

captured by the Japanese. American 
fortifications on the north coast were 
shelled and mostly destroyed by 
Japanese naval guns, and American 
troops in this region retreated 
towards the interior.

THE PRICE OF FRUIT 
POSSIBILITY OF CONTROL 


There is a strong feeling in the 

fruit trade at the moment that a 
vice control may be placed on all 
first En fruit, writes an /rish 
7'imes reporter. . 

It is learned that the growers 
themselves have not been consulted 
in the matter, but in the belief that 
such a move will be made both 
growers and retailers are understood 
to be planning a united opposition 
in the event of an Order being made. 
A talk with many growers in the 
country—both of outdoor and hot- 
house varieties of fruit—roveals the 
fact that they have been hard hit 
by the emergency conditions. 
Orchard owners are handicapped by 
the lack of fertilisers, while those 
who cultivate under glass find that 
they cannot obtain sufficient fuel to 
re their boilers, and in the case 
of one large nursery many tons of 
tomatoes are now in danger of going 
to waste for this reason, 
‘*A price control would mean that 
I, and probably many more like me, 
would simply not send our fruit to 
market, as the price would almost 
certainly be fixed at an uneconomic 
level and without regard for our 
special difficulties,” said one 
grower. ‘‘Unemployment among 
our workers would result.” 
| The effect on the Dublin market 
Of & price control would mean un- 
emp'oyment also in the wholesale 
fruit trade. From the end of the 
native fruit season in November 
most employers in the markets keep 
their men on the pavroll until the 
beginning of the following season 
around May, but it is thought that 
with a lessened volume of trade and 
the lower profits accruing these men 
wold be laid off for the dead six 
months. 
Public complaints about the price 
of home-grown fruit are understood 
to have been made in great numbers, 
and official .control may be the 
Government’s answer. 


DRIPPING

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FUEL FOR 
DUBLIN'S 


HE City Manager, at a special 
meeting of the 
Corporation yesterday, said that 
the Commissioners had formu- 
lated a scheme for fuel distribu- 
tion to families receiving home 
assistance or unemployment 
assistance (with no dependents) 
or old age pensions, widows’ and 
orphans’ pensions, or with a low 


weekly income. —The Commis- 
sioners were completing details 
for distributing fuel in - Dublin 
City on these lines. 

The meeting was called at the 


request of the Labour members, who 
asked for reports on fuel dépóts and 
lighting. 

Mr. M. Colgan said that people 
in some outlying districts had to 
come long distances to buy turf, and 
could not afford to buy in large 
quantities. The Corporation should 
set up dépots in suah areas. 

Mr. J. Larkin said that two and 
a half years ago a resolution had 
been passed allocating £100,000 for 
food and fuel, but nothing had been 
done. The City Engineer’s plan at 
that time had not been carried out, 
because it would interfere with 
private enterprise, 


CITY LIGHTING 


The City Manager’s report on 
city lighting said that there were 
about 14,000 gas lamps in the area, 
which were almost all in secondary 
streets and lanes and where there 
was no electricity at one time avail- 
able. The Electricity Supply Board 
had agreed to connect 200 extra 
lighting points, and at present the 
work was in hands on the installa- 
tion of those lamps, which would, 
in general, be at road intersections. 
The cost would be £3,000, and 
because of shortage of materials 
probably no more lights would be 
installed. 

They could review the position 
when the new lamps were lighting. 
These would give a very substantial 
improvement, The cutting off of 
Dublin hghting at midnight had 
saved a great deal of current and 
amps, They could only carry on 
and conserve stocks by maintaining 
the present reduced standard of 
lighting. 

Both matters wese referred back 
to the General Purposes Committee. 


FUEL SCHEME - 


Persons on home assistance, unem- 
ployment assistance, old-age pen- 
sioners, including blind pensioners, 
and women in receipt of widows’ 
pensions will be entitled to supplies 
of turf from November 2 next. 

Vouchers for supplies will be issued 
to old-age, blind and widow pen- 
sioners at the post office where the 
pension is paid, on payment of 6d. 
per voucher each week, Issue of 
vouchers will commence on and from 
Friday next, October 30.

INQUEST ON DUBLIN 


y DETECTIVE 
SHOT THROUGH THE BRAIN 


The . bullet wound which caused 
the death of Detective George Mor- 
daunt (43), of @asino road, Clontarf, 
Dublin, during an exchange of shots at 
Donnycarney on Saturday night be- 
tween two men and members of the 
Special Branch, was described at an 
inquest in Jervis Street Hospital yes- 
terday, before Dr. D. A. McErlean, 
City Coroner. 

After a post-mortem examination 
Dr. J. McGrath, State Pathologist. 
told the jury that the bullet that 
killed Mordaunt had struck him .on 
the right side of the forehead, about 
an inch above the right eyebrow, and 
had penetrated the brain and frac- 
tured the skull. The direction of the 
bullet from front to back was almost 
horizontal as regards the head. 

Before the inquest was adjourned 
sine die sympathy on behalf of the 
Government and the Garda authori- 
ties was extended to the widow and 
family of the dead detective by Mr. 
J. A. Geary, of the Chief State Solli- 
citor’s Office, and was joined in by 
the Coroner and foreman of the jury.

HE Man Who Came to 
Dinner,” seen in this bright 
production, shows American 

comedy getting ever so much better 
than it had heen for some years.

Irish student almoners now can 
complete their training in this 
country by doing their Family case 
work in collaboration with the 
Social Service Bureau. 

Revealing this fact yesterday at 
the annual general meeting of the 
Institute’ of Hospital Almoners 
(Dublin Branch) BA Se é 
McSweeney said that the difficulty 
which had faced student almoners 
who had had to study family case 
work outside the country had now 
been overcome by collaboration 
with the Bureau, which co-ordinated 
the work of thirty-nine charitable 
institutions. 

Professor Henry Moore, of Uni- 
versity College, suggested that the 
Government, the universities, the 
hospitals and the various relief and 
public health organisations should 
co-operate in working out a scheme 
under which the whole course of 
training in medical and _ hospital 
social service could be undertaken 
in Ireland. He said that it was 
well known that facilities for train- 
ing in this important work left 
much to be desired in this country : 
progress in this connection had been 
slow, and, in many directions, co- 
operation had been lukewarm. In a 
hospital of any considerable size the 
work of an efficiently-run social ser- 
vice department should pay for itself 
many times over, and this, not only in 
a monetary sense; but also by im- 
provement in medical results. The 
work of such- a department could 
play a great part in preventing 
disease, and in remedying the cir-
